The invention set forth in claim 1 is disclosed in 
document 1 (column 10, lines 33-3 8; column 11, line 42 to 
column 12, line 33; column 14, line 24 to column 16, line 
14; fig. 5) cited in the international search report, 
document 2 (column 7, line 22 to column 8, line 50; fig. 
1) cited in the international search report and document 3 
(column 7, line 10 to column 8, line 22; fig. 5) cited in 
ttre international search report and, therefore, lacks 
novelty and does not involve an inventive step. Document 1 
discloses the feature wherein initially simplified map 
data relating to travel routes is transmitted to a 
vehicle -mounted device from an information centre and 
thereafter route information divided into segments of a 
predetermined length are transmitted in order from that 
nearest to the departure point. Documents 2 and 3 disclose 
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the same technology. 

The invention set forth in claim 2 is disclosed in 
document 1 and, therefore, lacks novelty and does not 
involve an inventive step. 

The invention set forth in claim 7 is disclosed in 
document 1 and, therefore, lacks novelty and does not 
involve an inventive step. Document 1 (column 13, line 38- 
44) discloses the feature wherein if segmented route 
information cannot be received, simplified map data is 
displayed and used in navigation. 

The invention set forth in claim 8 is disclosed in 
document 1 and, therefore, lacks novelty and does not 
involve an inventive step. Document 1 (column 14, line 24 
to column 16, line 14; fig. 5) discloses a feature 
wherein, if segmented route information in proximity to 
the departure point can be received, navigation can be 
carried out . 

The invention set forth in claims 3 and 4 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1 and 
document 4 (column 23, lines 3-31; fig. 15) cited in the 
international search report. Document 4 discloses the 
feature wherein priority is given to map data positioned 
close to the navigated route and transmitted. Both the 
invention set forth in document 1 and the invention set 
forth in document 4 are for transmitting map data to a 
vehicle-mounted device. Therefore, it would be easy for a 
person skilled in the art to conceive of applying the 
invention disclosed in document 4 to the device disclosed 
in document 1, replacing the feature wherein route 
information that has been segmented into predetermined 
segments is transmitted in sequence with one in which map 
Form PCTAPEA/409 (BoxV) (January 1994) 
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data segmented according to distance from the route is 
transmitted in sequence. 

The invention set forth in claims 5 and 6 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1 and 
document 4 (column 17 , lines 32-49; fig. 2) . Document 4 
discloses the feature wherein road data is given priority- 
over background data and important road data is given 
priority over less important road data and transmitted. It 
would be easy for a person skilled in the art to apply the 
invention disclosed in document 4 to the invention 
disclosed in document 1. 

The invention set forth in claims 9-12 wherein 
navigation begins when a road data block in proximity to 
the departure point is received is not disclosed in any of 
the documents cited in the international search report. 
Moreover, it is not obvious to a person skilled in the 
art . 
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VOL Certain observations on the international application 

The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

The invention set forth in claim 4 is unclear. That is 
to say, the relationship between w the map information 
block in proximity to the departure point" and "the map 
information block close to the route being taken" is 
unclear. (Perhaps "the map information block in proximity 
to the departure point" is an error and should read w the 
map information block close to the route being taken.") 
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
